Ridgway Declares 
Advent of A-Warfare Means 
More, Not Fewer Soldiers

W ASHINGTON (/Pi—G en. M at­ 
thew B. Ridgway said today the 
advent of atomic w arfare means 
there must be more, not fewer 
soldiers. 
Atomic bombs and artillery will 
require greater dispersion of men 
and sm aller units, the Arm y chief 
of staff said in an address pre­ 
pared for the National Security 
Industrial Assn. 
"This fall the Army, using two 
of its veteran divisions, will con­

atomic w ar battlefields, Ridgway 
added. 
There has been consideration of 
proposals to de-em phasize the role

Search for a Vaccine 
Since 1882 when the tubercle 
bacillus — the germ that causes 
tuberculosis^ was discovered, men 
have been searching for a vaccine 
to make people immune to TB. 
In other diseases such as diphtheria 
and typhoid the discovery of the 
germ led to the discovery of fairly 
satisfactory methods of creating 
artificial resistance to infection. 
But 
tuberculosis 
has 
proved 
a 
harder nut to crack. 
A tremendous amount of in­ 
vestigation by scientists has gone 
Into the search 
for a 
vaccine 
against tuberculosis. The greatest 
amount of effort has been directed 
at producing vaccine from dead 
tubercle bacilli. Methods used to 
kill the germ in its tough wax 
coating are almost beyond belief. 
The germs have been boiled, 
subjected to superheated steam, 
frozen in liquid air, “ puffed” in 
a 
vacuum like 
rice or wheat, 
starved, suffocated, ground, and 
squeezed to death in a hydraulic 
of ultraviolet light, radium, X- 
rays, and ultrasonic noise, 
and 
treated with a wide variety of 
antiseptic chemicals and fat sol­ 
vents. And still the problem has 
not been solved. 
One vaccine, BGG, made trom a 
weakened strain of bovine tubercle 
bacilli, has definite, but not com­ 
plete protective power against TB.

S earch for a Vaccine 
Since 1882 when the tubercle 
bacillus — the germ that causes 
tuberculosis^ was discovered, men 
have been searching for a vaccine 
to make people immune to TB. 
In other diseases such as diphtheria 
and typhoid the discovery of the 
germ led to the discovery of fairly 
satisfactory methods of creating 
artificial resistance to infection. 
But 
tuberculosis 
has 
proved 
a 
harder nut to crack. 
A tremendous amount of in­ 
vestigation by scientists has gone 
into the search 
for a vaccine 
against tuberculosis. The greatest 
amount of effort has been directed 
at producing vaccine from dead 
tubercle bacilli. Methods used to 
kill the germ in its tough wax 
coating are almost beyond belief. 
The germs have been boiled, 
subjected to superheated steam, 
frozen in liquid air, “ puffed” in 
a 
vacuum like 
rice or wheat, 
starved, suffocated, ground, and 
squeezed to death in a hydraulic 
of ultraviolet light, radium , X- 
rays, and ultrasonic noise, 
and 
treated with a wide variety of 
antiseptic chemicals and fat sol­ 
vents. And still the problem has 
not been solved. 
One vaccine, BGG, made trom a 
weakened strain of bovine tubercle 
bacilli, has definite, but not com­ 
plete protective power against TB. 


It is not always able to protect, 
and when it does we do not know 
how long the protection will last. 
New approaches to the problem 
of creating immunity to TB are 
now being studied by research sci­ 
entists. Nutrition may play an 
important part in resistance to TB. 
The body’s hormone balance may 
be another factor. Studies now go­ 
ing on in these fields may some 
day bring the answer to TB — a 
means of building up human resist­ 
ance to the germs so that every­ 
one can be protected from the disr- 
ease. 
One percent of the Christmas 
Seal contributions are used just for 
research.

There was a swift blur of static 
and then a voice broke through 
over the two-way radio. 
“Station Nine. Go ahead, Bill.” 
“W hat’s your fire danger rating 
today, O sal?” Station One, which 
is the central headquarters of the 
Conservation Commission s Fores­ 
try Division, wanted to know. 
“ Ju st a second, Bill. I’ll check 
it.” There was a silence then Sta­ 
tion Nine’s Forester Osal Capps 
replied, “ F ire danger is 61 today. 
The wind is about 30 miles per 
hour out of the southwest and the 
hum idity is 35. Over.” 
“ Ten-four, O sal,” F ire Control 
Chief Bill Towell answered. “ Sta­ 
tion One C lear.” He hung up the 
microphone and jotted down the 
inform ation given. Station Nine is 
the headquarters of the Gasconade 
fire protection district at Rolla. 
This is a daily routine during 
the two fire seasons — spring and 
fall — in Missouri. Som etim es sev­ 
eral checks are m ade daily, for 
fire danger ratings have been de­ 
vised to help fire fighters m ake 
the best use of their men, their 
equipm ent and their methods of 
attack on woods fires. 
Fire danger ratings are num eri­ 
cal designations given to certain 
combinations of conditions in the 
state that control the ease with 
which fires can burn or be con­ 
trolled. In the central states it con­ 
siders the condition of the vegeta­ 
tion, the num ber of days since the 
last rain or snow, the wind velocity 
at the m om ent and the relative 
hum idity. Each of these factors 
help to determ ine w hether a woods 
will burn or not. 
N aturally, conditions in southern 
Missouri would not m ean the sam e 
thing in another part of the coun­ 
try’. For exam ple, if there w ere a 
wind blowing about 25 miles an 
hour here in Missouri, under pres­ 
ent oonditions of vegetation, and a 
relative hum idity of 25, and it had 
been five days since the last half­ 
inch rain, the fire danger reading 
would be 68.
